Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The new matter rejection of the formal drawings filed July 26, 2003 
result from the lack of clarity in the originally filed drawings. It is unclear if all of the structure depicted in the formal 
drawings is the same as that illustrated in the informal drawings and if all of the structure present in the informal 
drawings is present in the formal drawings. Applicant is invited to present remarks to obviate the new matter rejection. 
Additionally, the IDS filed March 27, 2002 has been considered. It is noted, however, that the referenced document is 
not prior art against the claims as stated in the Office action mailed October 8, 2003. Finally, Mr. Cassidy proposed to 
include language setting forth a slim slit in combination with the retractable means to overcome the art rejections. Mr. 
Cassidy's attention was directed to 35 USC 112, 6th paragraph for consideration thereof. 
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
